rWTOBrA TO TALK. 



Many years ago — iicirly twenty — 
the town of Hope on Eraser river was 
the jjruciical head of steamboat naviga 
tioa. Thcro goods and machinery dcs- 
^tinecTfor^lUe mines were unloaded from 
steanibofits and sent on to Yale, six- 
teen mites fiii-ther iip stream, in canoes 
and biirges at a heavy additional cost 
to tho consij^neus. By virlao of the 
fact that several steamboats had readi- 
ed Yale Bucccessfully during tlie sum- 
mer of 1858, the people of that town 
demanded that those trips should bo 
resumed. The steamboat owners de- 
clared tho navigation dangerous and 
declined to take tho risk, and in tho 
fall of 18G0 tho Yaleitea formed a com- 
pany and decided to build a steamboat 
at their own expense that would per- 
fonii the required service. Thoy raised 
§26,000 and built a steamer at Vic- 
toria, I'iunched her the following spring 
and she laughed at the swift waters 
and turbulent riffles over which she 
skimmed with .ease. That stroke of en- 
terprise on the part of a mere handful 
of people esioiilisliod Yalo as the head 
of steamboat navigation; and although 
the steamboat — the oflspring of that 
enterprise — did not long remain 
afloat, no boat baa since been construct 
ed for river service that did not as 
c"r d tho Fxaser to the practical head 
of ni, • \jaliou.. What Yale accomplish- 
ed ih ' SCO Victoria' inay do in 1880. 
Twontv years ago tho contgst was 
waged for the head of naviga- 
tion.- To-day a struggle is about to 
begin for the starting point of the same 
gervice. As Yale is the /lead so should 
Vietoria.be the foot of Ihc navigation 
of Fru.sor river. Steamers should 
load at Victoria or . Esquimalt 
and convey thoir cargoes to tho 
highest attainable point on tho river 
without tr:uifcihip])ing a ijonnd or tranj- 
ferring a passenger to any other vofi- 
sel. Experience lias demonstrated that 
this is quite practicalilc, and as frequent 
handling of goods increases (he cost of 
fr(!ight, it follows that a steamer run- 
ning direct from Victoria to Yule 
will carry freight cheaper than 
a steamer that runs from Victoria 
to New Westminster and there trans- 
fers her load to 'inother steamer for 
cai'riiigo to Yale. I'nder existing cir- 
cumstances, let us .sec how often 
goods destined for Yale are handl- 
ed before reaching the point of supply. 
. We will take tho case of an ocean 
steamer which discharges at Esquimalt: 
The goods are ]jlaced in a small craft 
and brought round to Victoria, Ilero 
they are removed from tho smaller 
vessel and shipped on boai'd a steamer 
bound for New Westminster. At 
New Westminster they are handled 
again with an additionttl charge for 
wharfage, and finally placed on boiird a 
steamer bound for Yale. Thus we 
have goods subjected to ^/li-c handlings 
aiul three wharfages where <itio handlings 
and two v.diarfages would suffice if tho 
companies s\ho now control the carry- 
ing trade of the province were to adopt 
tho more intelligent, more expeditious 
and certainly )noro profitable plan of 
receiving the goods at Esquimalt or 
Victoria on board a river steamer and 
dispatching her at once for Yale. It is 
proper that we should say that when the 
goods are discharged from the ocean 
steamer at Victoria pne handling is 
saved. There is another point connect- 
ed with the present systc m to which we 
wir-li n dii-ect careful attention: 
Pass-, i.gor-. bound from Victoria to 
Yale or from Yale to Victoria reach 
Now Westminster about .3 o'clock in 
islie afternoon. There, under the pre- 
sent system, they are forced to remain 
until 7 o'clock, if bound for Yale, or 
until 8 o'clock the following morning if 
bound to Victoria, thus incurring a 
detention of from 16 to 17 hour.s; or, 
counting the time both ways, they 
sutfer a detention of from 32 to 34 
hoars for the round trip ! The same 
may be written of cattle from tho in- 
terior, which have to change boats at 
New Westminster and which suffer 
deterioration from detention there in- 
Btt^nd of bning brought directly to 
market at Victoria. 

We deem it unnecessary to pursue 
the economic branch of this question 
any further to-day. Wo leave it to 
those who have made tho trij) or who 
have sliippi'il goods to or cattle 
from Y.ilu to tabulate the bill 
of costs. All v.'e are concerned in now 
is to state 'o the people of this city 
that what is wanted is a steamboat that 
will loaU.at Victoria or Esquimalt and 
c; :• .V her cargo to Yalo without tran- 
shippi' ^ a [)ound of freight. A 
boat I- thri- class would render the 
visit ol 'in , ocean steamship to New 
Wfeuiijister unprofitablej would put 
an end to unnecessary detention of 
eitiier pa.sseiigers or freight; and would 
instantly command the bulk of the 
traffic. In writing as v/c do wo have 
no intention of withholding from the 
companies that now control tho steam- 
boat service on our inland waters 
the credit that is thoir due. We do 
not shut our eyes to tho fact that for 
twenty, years they have carried 
pas.sengers without losing a life, 
and freight without losing a pound. 
They have performed .their duty faith- 
fully and well; but their service belongs 
to the paist, They am not keeping 
pace with tho-genius and spirit of the 
times, and their inaction irritates thoir 
best customers and holtjs out a premium 
for discontentment to take a practical 
shdpa

To THE EniTou OP TnE 'CotONisT.: 
Sir.— Your correspondent "Montreal" 
iu speaking of the quietude reigning in 
our city seems to deal out a roproacli 
that this dulne.ss is owing to the .supine- 
ness of our citizens in opening their 
places of business at so late an hour in 
the morning and closing at an early 
hour in the evening. He sayii what a 
contrast our Victoria presents to the 
bustle and stir of Xew Westminster 
and Yale. It would bo well this stran- 
ger, with his Canadian cognomen, 
should be told that tho depression here 
prevailing has, to a great extent, arisen 
from .the uncertainity and suspense 
our city has been loft through tho 
country hcappears to hail fromnotfulfil- 
ing her engagement to prosecute tho Is- 
land railway and locking up the lands 
and thus preventing settlement. If, 
then, as supposed, "Montreal" is from 
Canada it comes with a bad grace for 
him to taunt us at not being a stirring 
commercial community. Our Victoria 
city, notwithstanding all the difficulties 
we have had to contend against, for re- 
spectability and social worth will lose 
nothing by comparison with any city 
in the wide world, and our progress, 
though slow, taking all circumstances 
into considoration, has been creditable. 

^o much for the past. If Canada is 
really in earnest and means to build 
the railway at last, of course our busi- 
ness men must arouse themselves and 
try to compete with New Westmin- 
ster, Yalo and other ports in activity 
and bustle. One of the (irst steps to- 
wards attaining that end would be the 
maiutainance of a direct lino of 
steamers from Victoria to Yale.

EVIDENCE 
Taken befere the Select Committee ap- 
pointed to enquire into tlic working of 
5the;Publio Scliool Act, and into tho 
statements made by the Superintendent 
of Education in hia Report of 1879, re- 
specting tho conduct of tho teachers 
and others. Committee — IMesars. Hum- 
Bhroys, Mara, Ferguson,. Helgeson and 
Vernon. 

VioiouiA, B. C, April 20, 1880. 
F. G. Vernon, I!s(i., .Chaiimtiii of Sjiecial 
Coimdited on Hducaiion. 
Siu,-^In answer to tho request made to 
me by tho special committoo on education, 
I beg to submit the following views with 
regard to tho Public Schuols of this Pro- 
vince, viz: — 

One of the first questions now asked by 
intending immigrants with families con- 
cerns tho efBcieney of our public schools. 

This Province has made praiseworthy 
efTorts in behalf of education, in spending, 
as it does, about §50,000 annually of its 
rovonuo in tho support of public schools. 
It cannot, therefore, afliird to bo indifTer- 
ont as to the results, honco tho damage 
done and tho expensive machinery of the 
Governniout rendered nugatory as a colo- 
nization agency by tho wholesale condem- 
nation set forlli in tho superintondont's 
report. 

Text books for use in schools often need 
revision. Tho reading books now in use 
aro unsuitable. Instead of containing 
extracts from good autliors suitable for 
elocutionary oxerciseSi they aro filled with 
romantic stories tending only to excite 
and distort the imaginations of the 
children. Leunio'a grammar, tho one 
now in use in tho schools, is considersd 
by persons acquainted witli it to bo one of 
the most incomplete and inaccurate books 
on tho subject; and tho works on Natural 
Philosophy aro not Bulficiently popular. 
Hamblin Smith's work on Statics for tho 
most part consists of a aeries of questions 
taken from tho examination papers of tho 
Cambridge University, and retpiired of 
candidates in passing tho B. A. degree. 
Such a book is entirely unsuited .is a text 
book for pu])ils attending any of the 
schools in this Province. 

Inspoction should bo thorougli and 
searching, and each school visited should 
be separately reported on. 

Tho Kuporintondont should bo always 
prepared to suggest improvements to 
trustco boards on tho ono hand, and to 
teachers on the j^thor, and should necoss- 
Rrily be a man in whom all parties-— Gov- 
ernment, trustees and teachers — could 
repose full confidence. 

In Victoria city tho public schools aro 
veiy much in ncod of a systematic plan of 
inspection. 

Tho graded .■icliool .system, witliout 
which we cannot hope for valuable pro- 
gress, does not appear to bo understood 
by tho superintendent. Pupils are, in- 
deed, pa.^sed from room to room on a 
written examination on printed questions, 
but being passed on a printed examination 
only makcs'tho plan worso than useless. 
Young children cannot understand printed 
examinations, and tho teatimonj' of the 
teachers is that older ones always copy. 
Oral examinations cannot bo dispensed 
with in tho prornotion of classes. History 
is thrust on children too young to under- 
stand it, and, instead of or.al instruction 
being given on tho subject by tho teacher, 
the pupil is entirely dependant on tho 
icxt book. Any person who can read can 
ask tho qucstiona. Natural science is 
wholly neglected in the public schools, 
and in tlio high school does not receive 
the attention it deserves. 

To remedy this cvilinthogradcd schools 
of Victoria city, I propose that tho prin- 
cipal of tho high school should bo ap- 
pointed — 

1. To have the genoml sitpervilion and 
charge of tho schools; 

2. To classify, with tho a.'isistanuu uf 
tho teachers, tho pupils of the schools, «o 
as to insure, as far as practicable, a uni- 
formity in grading; 

3. To visit all the departments once a 
fortniglit, and make such additional visit 
to any individual as may be dccmod ad- 
visable; 

4. To make such suggestions to tho 
teachers as ho may deem desirable as to 
the branches to l)c tauglit, the method of 
teaching, tlie enforcement of order, dis- 
cipline, cleanliness, and a more punctual 
attendance, etc. ; 

5. To place before the board of trustees 
a detailed report of each department as 
found on the occasion of visiting; 

G. I'o liave a right to examine tho re- 
gister, and to ask such questions in refer- 
ence to e.ich department as he may think 
desirable to enable him to fulfil tho duties 
of his office; 

7» To attend tho nreotinga of the 
Board of Trustees and to act as thoir As- 
sistant Secretary. 

8. To teach at tho High School dur- 
ing tho forenoon, at least, of each school 
day ; 

0. To bo prepared to perform any 
other duties in connection with the school 
or tho business of the trustees which 
they m.ay, from time to time, assign to 
him. 

Statistical returns in any system of 
public education cannot bo avoided, but 
when carried bwond tho verge of bare 
necessity they 'bocomo an evil Such re- 
turns so frequently depend on fluctuating 
circumstances that they cannot be relieved 
on, as state of weather on inspectiv.n 
day, sickness in family of a bripht child, 
facilities for prompting, &c. Nothing 
can supply tho want of suitable inspection 
Tho Superintendent must be a living 
agent whoso presence is aeon, known, and 
felt to be oncouraging, genial, sympathis- 
ing, while his superior knowledge guides, 
directs, and instructs tho teacher, and 
whose proper avocation is as far removed 
from being a mere collector of statistics 
as that of a general in directing the 
movements of an army. 

I approve of monthly •xaniinations, 
and reports based on such might very 
properly be forwarded to parents, but 
from practical experience I entirely dis- 
approve of daily or hourly marking of 
lessons in school, because — 

1. Such marking cannot be reliable. 

2. It distracts the attention of tho 
class. 

3. It absorbs valuable time of tho 
toaclicr. 

4. It causes endless diaputoR among 
pupils. 

.'j. The teacher ia forced to ask a num- 
ber of vounds, whereas ono question to 
each pupil jiidiciously chosen would draw 
out the information of the sclialar and ex- 
pand hi.s ideas hotter than five unpointed 
qucstiona. 

6. The number of questions that can 
bo asked in a short lemon is often loss 
than a number of pupils, honco some ono 
gains by the failure or answering of an- 
other. 

7. It intends to dwarf the mind of tho 
scholar. 

8. It reduces tho teacher to a machine 
for hearing lessons. 

9. The pupils fail to draw in tho 
whole scope and spirit of the recitation. 

Irrespective of the feeling that jjas 



sprung up lately among teachers owing 
to the report of tho Superintendent of 
Education, it would be injudicious to re- 
quire tho Superintendent of Education to 
be an examiner for grantuig certificates 
of qualification to ttewhers. V Ii£t.Canada, 
Cahfomia, and indeed in all countries, 
tho Superintendent of Education is not 
ono of tho examiners of teachers. The 
examination, as a rule, is conducted by 
men engaged iu actual teaching, and in 
California and other States no ono is per- 
mitted by law to bo appointed as an ex- 
aminer of teachers who does not hold a 
certificate of qualification as a teacher. 

Tho programme issued by the Superin- 
tendent of Education for the examination 
and classification of teachers is defective 
in most points. No marks or credits aro 
given for experience and success in teach- 
ing, consequently a certificate granted to 
any candidate under such te^iIationB ia 
not a guarantee of a person's fitness to 
teach. More scholarship does not deter- 
mine a teacher's fitness for a position in a 
school. A person may have the faculty 
to acquire and not to impart knowledge 
to others. A person may bo a good 
scholar and yet lack tho essentials requir- 
ed of a good teacher. He may lack the 
ability to maintain good order and gov- 
ernment in his school or to awaken and 
keep up a livelj' interest in study among 
his pupils. What is required in tho 
schools are good teachers, notmeroly good 
scholars. Thoro is not a country liav- 
ing a system of public education 
where normal schools for the special 
training of teachers are not establishod. 
In the Eastern provinces, in England, 
and in tho United States no person is eli- 
gible to roeoivo a high grade of certificate 
without presenting to the board of ex- 
aminers testimonials of long and success- 
ful experience as toachor. The grade of 
school in which ho may have taught is 
also taken into account. In Ontario, five 
years' exporienco is necessary to entitle a 
poraon to obtain a first-class certificate. 
In California ten years' successful o.xper- 
ionce, ono year of which must be in tho 
State, is required to obtain what is called 
a "lifo diploma;" three for a state educa- 
tion diploma, and two years to obtain a 
first-class certificate. Similar laws pro- 
vail ovorywhoro. All persons, whether 
graduates of universities or not, have to 
pa.ss examination, oxcapt normal school 
graduates. 

Tho granting of certificates to graduates 
of universities without examination or 
experienco will always cause dissatisfac- 
tion. Tho moro experienced and tho more 
valued a teacher is the moro aggrieved will 
ho feel to find a youth fresh from college, 
who often lacks tho es.-iential qualifications 
of a good teacher, forced into tho ranks of 
the profession without any examination 
or any previous preparation for the work 
of a teacher. A certificate of qualification 
granted by aboard of examiners ought to 
bo prima facU: cvid(mee of a toaelior's 
fitness. 

What contidoiioe can a board ot trustoos 
place in such certificates 1 I, for one, 
would not consider them worth tho paper 
on whicli they aro written. 

Tho proposed osamiuatimi is not ox- 
tonsivo enough for 2nd 3rd certificates 
of (lualification, neither ia the percentage 
of credits high enough. Teachers should 
bo thorough in tlioso subjects thcj- aro 
required to loach in the public schools, 
more especially in the elementary branches. 
Thoro is entirely too wide a gap between 
what is required for a flr-st-class B and a 
first-class A cortificato. Too much is re- 
quired at present for 1st A and entirely 
too little for a 1st B. Ono, at least, of 
the examining board should bo a thorough, 
practical teacher, and no person engaged 
in "coaching" poraona for tho examina- 
tion should 1)0 eligible to a seat on tho 
board. 

In conclusion, I have only to say that I 
regret not having the time to spare from 
my businofs to make this statement moro 
complete. 1 have endeavored to touch 
only briefly on soino of tho more essential 
points relating to the school question.

fijn Saturday last statoa that tho main 
trunk road to Cariboo has been Horiously 
• damaged in many parts by heavy froshots. 
, Bates ranch has also boea considerably 
damaged by overflow and a mile and a 
half below Williams' Lake mission Eagle'* 
dumes liavo boen eaiTiod away. All tho 
creeks are higher than ever known before 
and much of tlio road from tho Blue tent 
up has been destroyed. Deep Creek houHO 
is also destroyed, and on Monday last the 
water was rushing through the second story 
of tho'building. Tlio owner was only able 
to save windows and sashes. Hawks' mill 
and Mr. Collin's residonco at the mouth 
of Deep Creek are both .leriously damaged. 
Much of the cribbing on the Thompson 
river section of tlio road is washed out 
and for a distance of HOO yards ou tho 
Bonaparte the road h under water. Many 
bridges are badly wrecked and one, three 
miles below the loO-milo houso, has en- 
tirely disappeared. At this sjjot tho mails 
* had to be packed several miles and the 
stage, in order to make the connection, 
was obliged to ascend an extremely stoop 
hill. 'A strong po.sad of men has boon 
put on to repair tho damage su.stainod,

ommo&t Land Folioy. 

In the House of Commons, April 30tli, 
on the resolution for §300,000 for surveys 
for Dominion lands. 

Sir Eichard Cartwright ;isked for min- 
isterial explanations, and charged the 
Government with adopting different me- 
thods of charging items of a similar 
character. 

Sir John Macdonald said the resolutions 
of last year relatiim to Dominion lands 
were adopted in expectation of obtaining 
the co-operation of the Imperial Govern- 
ment in constructing a Canadian Pacific 
railway. That result lias not yet been 
attained, though it was impossible to 
know at luosent what would bo done by 
tho now British Government. Until her 
Majesty's Governmout did co-operate, it 
would not be proper to ask them to, nor 
would they have the right to appoint a 
Commissioner to administer the land.s a.s 
had boon proposed, to unite with tho Com- 
missioner appointed by theDominion Gov- 
ernment. Instead, therefore, of having 
these two Coniiuissionors, the Canadian 
Governmout would undertake tho inanago- 
ment of these raihv.^y lands themselves. 
From the time the original land resolu- 
tions were adopted ho had considered that 
the expenses of survoj's and management 
should be charged against sales, so that 
tho proceuds of such land sales should be 
devoted exclusively to tho coat of railway 
construction. Ho had to-day given notice 
of resolutions to amend tho resolutions of 
last session, ho that one hundred million 
acres of land should be selected and re- 
served by order-in-counctl, that tliey 
should be gf fair average quality, ami fit j 
for sottlenient, and should bo sold at ! 
pricos not loss than one dollar per aero, 
exclusively for the purpose of defraying 
the cost of constructing the Pacific rail- 
way, 

The rosolution.s wore in the following 
terras : 

Eight Hon. iSir John Macdonald- -on 
Monday noit — Committee of the Whole 
to consider the following resolution: 

if^.-irt/ivrf— That it is expedient to substi- 
tute for tho seventh of tho aerie.s of re- 
solutions relating to the Canadian l\icilic 
railway, adopted by this House on the 
12th and 13th May last, the following 
resolutions: 

1. That one hundred millidns of acres 
of land in Manitoba and tho North-Wost 
territories bo appropriated for the purpose 
of constructing the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. 

2. That fluch lands shall be from liuie 
to time selected and reserved l>y order of 
the govornor-in-counoil as railway lauds, 
and shall bo of fair average quality for 
sottlenient. 

3. That 8uch hunh shall bo sold at 
prices to bo fixed from time to time by 
the govcrnor-in-council, but in ease at 
a rate loss than one dollar per aero. 

4. That the proceeds of .'luch sf.le.s, af- 
ter deducting tho cost of survey and man- 
agement, shall bo devoted exclusively to 
the purpose of defraying tho cost of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway. 

Mr. Mills asked if tho surveys woro lo 
be done by contract. 

Sir John Macdonald said the Oovorn- 
had asked for tenders from tho best sur- 
veyors. 

■Washlnsrtoa Territory^ 

At Newcastle yesterday evoniiig at 
about 5 o'clock Mr. Pliilip Thomas and 
his son John, a young man about twoiity- 
ono years of ago, went into tho mines to 
work on tho pillars. Tho men who had 
been working in the same place in tho 
day had put in a blast which had failed 
to take the coal out clear to tho roof, thus 
leaving what tho miners call a hanging 
shot. Tho only way that theso unfortun- 
ate man could boo to got tho hanging coal 
down would bo to put in a single shot be- 
hind it, which they proceeded to do, tak- 
ing turns at tho drill. Mr. Thomas after 
working a short timo called on .lohn to 
take tho drill, and just as they were 
changing positions the hanging coal gave 
way and caught them both killing the 
young mail. — Seattle Font. 

Tho bodies of four of tliu men drowned 
on tho upper Skngot a fortnight ago have 
boen recovered, Tho body of Seanlan, of 
California, was found near the coal mine ;

Flsst Scano in tho ITo-wHonso of Com- 
mons—An 'Cxozpoctod and For- 
plexing Froblem~2Cr. Bradlaugh 
SeoUnea to Talcs tho Oath of AI- 
e iauee. 

London', April 20. 
The first sensational scene in the 
new Parliament occurred to day when 
Mr. Charles BraiUaugh, member for 
Northampton, was called upon to take 
the oath required from all members. 
The fact that Mr. Bradlaugh has long 
been an open and pronounced Atheist 
is well known. 'I'liat he was also an 
equally pronounced Republican, and 
had pledged himself repeatedly to work 
to overthrow the monarch and estab- 
lish a republic, woro equally notorious 
facts. It was known tliat Mv. Brad- 
laugh in various .suits in which ho has 
appeared in Courts always refused to 
take an oath, alleging as his reason 
that he did not believe in God. On 
occasions this objection was waived and 
ho was compelled to alErin; in others 
Lo was held to bo disqualified as a, wit- 
ness since lie declared that lie had no 
religious belief whatever. But the oath 
required by members of Parliament is a 
peculiar one. By the repeal of tho 
Test Act in 1828 and by tho Catholic 
Emancip.ation Act of 1829, Catholic 
members were not required to support 
the Protestant religion further than to 
support the settlement of 1G80; but tho 
oath still contaiii.s a clause "On tho 
true faith of a Christian." In tho case 
of Jewish members tho House is asked 
to dispense v/ith this clause, and since 
1858, when an Act was passed authoriz- 
ing this dispensation, tho House always 
granted it. In tho case of a Jew so 
in the case of (Juakera, they aro per- 
mitted to affirm, but they must do this 
on the ground that they believe God 
has forbidden tlicm to take an oath in 
lii.s nnmo. In every caso the binding 
force of some religion is supfiosed to act; 
but Mr. Bradlaugh disclaims all re- 
ligion, denies God, and will neither 
swear nor affirm. Another difficulty 
is that tho oath or affirmation requires 
members to promise to u])hold the 
monarchy, and this Mr. Bradlaugh 
will not promise as he is pledged to 
work for its overthrow. Tiio scene in 
the House to-day was accordingly very 
interesting. Mr. Bradlaugh, on being 
conducted to tho clerk's table to take 
tho oath, refused to tako it, and stated 
his reason for so doing in very clear 
but moderate language. His words 
and manner impressed the liouse and 
a motion was made that ho should re- 
tiro wbilo tho House took into consid- 
eration tho new and perplexing pro- 
blem. The opinion prevails that Mr. 
Bradhiugh's seat will bo declared va- 
cant and a now election be ordered. In 
this case Mr. Bradlaugh will again 
stand for the borough and will probably 
be re-elected.

A BYLAW 

Por tho Bottom Obsorranco of tho 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation nf tlio 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on tho 
Sabbath day for tho sale of goods, wares 
or raeroliandiso by .wholesale or retail, 
othor than liquor by retail, any stove, 
warehouse or othor place of bnsiness. 

2. No person shall keep any saluou 
open for tlie sale of lii-]uor by retail l)o- 
Iwcon tho hour.s of ten o'clock in the 
forenoon and five o'clock in tho nfteruoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours ot 10 o'clock 
in the forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon on the Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep <jpen fur tlie 
sale of liipior l)y retail any bar in any 
liotel or grocery bel^vecn tho houra of ten 
o'clock in tho foronuon and five o'clock 
on tlio afternoon of any .Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not he lawful to discliurge 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
sliip, steiiiner, schooner, aloop or vessel 
of any dosoription on the Sabbath day. 

(i. It shall not be lawful for any poi- 
son to peddle any description of go<xls, 
e.xcept milk, on the Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this byhiw shall 1)0 subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty- live (li)lhir.Vtiur loss 
tlian five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed Ijy tliis bylaw 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summary manner 
before tho Police Magistrate of tho City 
of Victoria or any Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within tho limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and may bo levied 
by distress and sale of the goods and 
chatties of the oflendor, and in default of 
payment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
in one of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may be cited as tho Sabbath 
Opservanco Bylaw, 1880.
